partial jury which is not acting in the inter- 
est of any ring, and has the candor and 
courage to do its work effectively. The 
County Hospital should be overhauled from 
top to bottom, and, if this jury shall find 
that our witnesses have been correct in their 
statements, then let the oficers of the Hos- 
pital be bundled out in the speediest man- 
ner, and honest, humane, and capable men be 
put in their places. We suggest that the Hu- 
mane Society, composed of disinterested, 
intelligent men, appoint a committee of 
their own number to make a thorough and 
complete investigation of this Hospital. The 
public will be prepared to accept their re- 
port in preference to that of any committee 
of the County Commissioners or of any po- 
litical machine. 

THE CASE OF OREGON. 

Upon a temperate review of the law and 
the facta, it will be discovered that those 
who whdertook to steal Tom into the 
Presidency by stealing an Electoral vote in 
Oregon failed to get away with the booty, 
and are left in’ the plight of burglars who, 
having broken into the bank-vault and 
forced the safe, find it empty. The fact that 
Gov. Grover issued a certificate of election 
to Cron, the Democratic candidate, who, 
as shown by the official returns before the 
Governor, was defeated by 1,174 major- 
ity, is of no more consequence than if the 
certifioeate had been issued to a man for 
whom nota vote had been cast. The one 
thing settled by the returns beyond all per- 
adventure was that Cronm had failed to 
receive a majority of the votes cast, and 
was not elected, but defeated. Upon the re- 
turns Gov. Grover had but one duty, which 
is provided by the statutes of Oregon as 
follows (Chap. 9, Title 9, See. 60, General 
Laws of Oregon): The votes for Electors 
shall be given, received, returned, and can- 
vassed as the same are given, returned, and 
canvassed for members of Congress; and in 
regard to members of Congress, and conse- 
quently as to Electors, Title 3, Sec, 37, pro- 
vides : *‘ TheGovernorshall grant a certificate 
of election to the person having the highest 
number of votes. Sec. 40 of the same chap- 
ter enacts that ‘‘ In all elections in this State 
the person having the highest number of 
votes for any office sball be eleeted.” 

Upon these statutes the sole duty devolv- 
ing upon the Governor upon receipt of «he 
returns was to issue certificates of election to 
the candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes. ‘That done, the powers of the Gov- 
ernor in the premises were éxhausted, and 
the question of the eligibility of the candi- 
date; if raised, would remain to be deter- 
mined by the Courts. 

But that question Gov. Grovzn, in pursu- 
ance of the Democratic conspiracy to steal 
the Presidency and the offices, proceeded to 
determine off-hand, upon the er- parte show- 
ing merely, and without any inquiry accord- 
ing to judicial forms to establish whether 
Watts, the Elector receiving a majority 
of the legal votes cast, was or was not 
ineligible; and, in defiance of all decency, 

promptly decided that Warts was 
ineligible. Granting that this usurpation of 
judicial powers by the Governor was not an 
usurpation, and granting also that it was the 
fact that Warts was ineligible, the deter- 
mination of that fact simply created a va- 
cancy in the office. Upon this point the 
Oregon statute is explicit. Chap. 14, Title 
6, Sec, 48, General Laws of Oregon, finds 
that upon the declaration of a competent 
tribunal, declaring void an election or ap- 
pointment,” the “ office shall become vacant.”

COUNTING THE VOTE. 

The present contingency in the counting 
of the Presidential returns and declaring the 
result has long been foreseen, and during the 
last two years has been fully discussed in 
Congress. On the 6th of February, 1875, 
Mr. Moztox reported to the Senate, from the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, a 
bill substantially the same as he had pre- 
viously introduced. This bill provides: That 
the two Houses of Congress shall assemble in 
the hall of the House of Representatives at 1 
o'clock p. m. on the last day of January suc- 
ceeding the meeting of the Electors of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President; that the President 
of the Senate shall be the presiding officer 
of the joint meeting; that tellers represent- 
ing each House be appointed; that the Pres- 
ident of the Senate shall open and have read 
the returns by the Electors, and the result 
shall be announced, etc, If, however, upon 
the reading of the certificates any question 
shall arise in regard to counting the votes, 
the Senate shall withdraw, and the question 
submitted to each House separately ; and no 
Electoral vote shall be rejected except by the 
affirmative vote of both Houses. The bill 
further provided that, where more than one 
return shall be received purporting to be the 
certificates of Electoral votes, all such re- 
turns shall be opened and that one counted 
which the two Houses, acting separately, 
shall decide to be the true and valid return. 
This bill passed the Senate, —yeas, 28; nays, 
20,—but was not acted on in the House. 

In December, 1875, the bill was again in- 
troduced, and in March, 1876, various propo- 
sitions to amend were made. Mr. Fumma- 
HUYsEN moved to amend so that when the 
two Houses failed to agree the difference 
should be referred to the Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court, the President of the 
Senate, and the Speaker of the House, whose 
decision should be final; this was rejected,— 
yeas, 20; nays, 29. Mr. Jonmsox, of Vir- 
ginia, moved that in case of disagreement 
the question be decided by the two Houses 
voting by States. This was rejected, Mr. 
Cooper moved that in case of disagreement 
the question be determined by the House 
voting by States. This was lost. Mr. 
Murr moved that when the two Houses 
failed to agree as to which returns should be 
counted the President of the Senate should 
decide which is the true and valid return, 
and the same shall be counted. This was 


Prejected,—yeas, 7; nays, 38. Mr. Rax born 


moved that in case of disagreement the Vice- 
President of the Senate shall declare those 
returns to be valid which shall have received 
the greater number of the votes in both 
Houses of Congress, considered as in joint 
meeting.  Rejected,—yeas, 12; nays, 37. 
Mr. Baxyarp moved that in case of disagree- 
ment between the Houses then that vote 
shall be counted which the House of Repre- 
sentatives, voting by States, shall decide to 
be the. true and valid return. Lost,—yeas, 
18; nays, 34. Finally the bill passed,—yeas, 
32; nays, 26. All the yeas were Repub- 
licans except Key, Mrennzimon, and Tavamay, 
and all the nays were Democrats except 
Comino, Epmounps, and Hows. A few 
days later the vote passing the bill was re- 
considered,—yeas, 31; nays, 23,—and no fur- 
ther action was taken during the session. 
This bill is yet pending before the Senate, 
and may form the basis for some agreement 
by the two Houses for a peaceful and au- 
thoritative settlement of the difficulty. The 
controversy last spring was over the ques- 
tion of how to decide which return should 
be counted where there were two returns 
perporting to be the Electoral vote of the 
State. That was before the Presidential 
election. The difficulty of determining this 
point is now increased, because the declara- 
tion of the final result is involved. We still 
have faith in the good sense and conserva- 
tism of a majority in each House of Con- 
gress, and expect that a peaceful agreement 
will be reached for the determination of this 
controversy. The time to have matured « 
law on this subject was at the last session, 
before the election, but we have hope that

The rank 
and file of the public service remains un- 
changed, It never mixes in politics, but de- 
votes itself exclusively to the work of the 
Government, and ictains office during life 
and good behavior. This eliminates public 
plunder from the English system, while in 
this country the strife for office is simply 
and solely a strife forspoils, not acompetition 
for the purpose of performing the public 
service faithfully and for the best interests 
of the country. There is probably hardly a 
person who voted for Ino, because he 
wanted change and reform, who has 
stopped to reflect whata gross and cruel 
outrage it is to turn out of employment 
thousands of honest; capable, and efficient 
men, for no cause except that they did not 
brawl for TiLpEx, and wirework, and/plot, and 
cheat, and steal, and bulldoze for the De- 
mocracy. There must bea reform in this 
matter. The country cannot long stand 
these periodically-recurring shocks and 
strains growing: out of this abominable Sys- 
tem. It has already imperiled the safety 
of the country. It has brought to the 

the hot-headed Camenons and Corszs 
bawling for war and seeking to excite in- 
stead of quieting the public mind, merely 
because they apprehend that the spoils are 
slipping from their grasp. It is paralyzing 
business by niaking the future uncertain, It 
is injuring the laboring man by cutting off 
employment.

FISHCULTURE IN THE NORTHWEST. 

We print this morning an account of Surn 
Green’s early experiments in Fish-Culture, 
written by himself. The narrative is not 
merely interesting in showing what splendid 
results have been achieved from early efforts 
that were hooted and laughed at, but valua- 
ble in directing timely attention tothe cheap- 
ness and facility with which the waters of the 
Northwestern States may be kept well- 
stocked with a great variety of fish, thus sus- 
taining an important industry and rendering 
one of the best articles of food plenty and 
inexpensive. Take the case of shad alone: 
The Fish Commissioners of the New England 
States agree that the species would soon have 
become extinct had it not been for the arti- 
ficial propagation thereof, which produced 
them in such quantities as to reduce the price 
from $18 and $20 to $3 per hundred. 
The thorough success of the process 
has been demonstrated with salmon, 
trout, whitefish, brook-trout, shad, ing, 
pike, and bass, and may be applied to all 
kinds of salt and fresh water fish, for lakes, 
rivers, and brooks. Indeed, it is by no 
means certain that the saltwater fish cannot 
be successfully propagated and made to live 
and thrive in fresh water, and the time may 
come when the cities of the Northwest will 
have their shad without sending to the sea- 
coast for them. 

In some of the Northwestern States the 
subject of fish-culture hag already received 
proper consideration. Last year the State 
of Wisconsin appropriated $10,000, and 
already there is located at Milwaukee one of 
the. largest. establishments, if not actually 
the largest, in the country, which is supply- 
ing Lake Michigan and the numerous lakes 
with which the map of Wisconsin is dotted. 
Many individual establishments for fish-cul- 


ture have also been made to supplement this 


State movement, and notably that of N. K. 
Farkpinx, E., at Geneva Lake, which in a 
very short time will again abound in fish 
supplied from this source, and of greater va- 
riety than it originally afforded. Michigan 
is doing something in the same direction. 
And now it is time that Illinois should do its 
share. The Legislature should not omit to 
give the subject a proper consideration this 
winter, and make such an appropriation as 
may be necessary to provide the proper ap- 
pliances. A few thousand dollars are suffi- 
cient to build the houses and begin opera- 
tions. From that on the increase is certain 
and almost illimitable. Fish spawa are only 
counted by the millions, and there is proba- 
bly no other species of propagation which 
is so prolific, or where the return on the in- 
vestment is so quick and liberal. The in- 
terest of Tilinois in Lake Michigan and the 
various streams in the State is sufficient to 
demand a prompt co-operation in this in- 
dustry, and Chicago, as the largest fish-mar- 
ket of the Northwest, has a special concern 
in its development. 7

Front steps, and windows, fences, and posts 
swarmed with menand women. The general 
appearance of the City of Brooklyn was sombre.

TOKENS OF MOURNING, 
and flags at half-mast were to be seen in all 
parts of the city. Thedelayatthe Morgue, 
caused in part by a last. effort to identify the 
bodies still left there, made it 10 o’clock.before 
the procession moved. Of the seventeen hearses 
each contained but one coffin, but nearly all the 
open undertakers’ wagons were laden with two 
coffins each. An intense and sharp wind 
was blowing clouds of dust around and above 
the procession. While it rendered the march 
almost unendurable to feeble men, it in a cer-

THE IMPRESSIVENESS OF THE SPECTACLE, 
for, througu it all, with calm fortitude, the line 
moved steadily forward, and the elements 
sounded a wild dirge about the cold grave 
at Greenwood, and 2,000 persons who 
reached the cemetery will never forget 
the tumult of the scene. Private funeral 
processions arrived at intervals during the late 
morning hours. At 1o’clock people who came 
to witness the public burial began to appear in 
considerable numbers. The first thing done by 
the new-comers was to rush to the yrave, into 
which they pecred, till the cold drove them back 
to the gate-house.

To do this three reporters were set 
to work writing each name on a separate 
slip of paper, all slips being of uniform 
size. These were then gathered in alphabetical 
order, the whole City of Brooklyn was districtcd, 
and ten men assigned to visit each and every 
house from which a person was reported to be 
AMissing. {Two others were assigned to the 
Morgues, with directions to get names and par- 
ticulars about cach person identified. The reports 
of these twelve men were finally examined by 
three in charge of the fists, and corrections, 
additions, and eliminations made. The lists, 
when finally pasted together and handed to the 
printers to be set in type, would have stretched 
entirely. across City-Hall Park, a dis- 
tance of 300 feet. Brocklyn and 
New York directories, the official list of burial 
permits, advertised death-notices in the papers, 
notices of lodge meetings beld in memory oi 
lost Masons and others, and a dozen other 
sources of confirmatory intelligence, were ap- 
pealed to. Nothing was leſt undone to insure 
absolute. accuracy, aud there is no doubt it 
has been secured. The number of names thus 
gathered is 271; the number of bodies officiglly 
reported by the Coroner as found was 276. The 
whole number of bodies buried by the city in 
the cireular pit at Greenwood was 102.

DR. THOMPSON. 

The Rev. C. L. Thompson, pastor of the Fifth 
Presbyterian Church, preached yesterday morn- 
ing at his church, taking as his text Luke, xviil., 
2,8: “Suppose ye that these Galileans w 
sinners above all Galileans because they suffer- 
ed such things?

A few weeks ago a theatre in San Francisco 
took fire, and destroyed a number of lives. A 
few weeks ago a cyclone in the South Sea 
Islands swept over the ocean and hundreds of 
thousands perished. Last week a theatre in 
Brooklyn took ſire when packed with people, 
and about 300 charred bodies were taken from 
the ruins. The casein the text showed the 
proper lesson tobe drawn from such circum- 
stances. There were two popular errors 
en the subject, one that such institutions 
— nothing to do with sin, the 
other that such calamities were in direct propor- 
tion to the wrong-doing, and a measure thereof. 
Christ showed how those two extremes could be 
reconciled.

The Fearful Cyclone.

CALcurra, Nov. 19.—A strange fact about the 
disaster is that in Dakhin Shahabazpore and 
Hattiah most of the damage was done by the 
storm wave from the north sweeping down the 
Meghna. Several theories have been started to 
account. for this. One Is that the ty 
forming in the bay struck the shore 
first near Chittagong, and went north for 
some distance, and then turned southward 
again. Another is that the wind blew 
back the waters of the Meghna, which rebound- 
ed with terrific force when the pressure relaxed. 
A third supposition is that there were two par- 
allel storms with a centre of calm between 
them.

tory. Calamities of far less extent have stamped 
themselves upon the imagination of the world 
and live in popular tradition as typical illustra- 
tions of the fearful power of destruction which 
lies dormant in nature. The great earthquake 
at Lisbon, for instance, has acquired a supreme 
notoriety among such disasters. Upwards of 
50,000 persons are said to have been swallowed 
up in Lisbon alone, several other cities in the 
peninsula suffered severely, and the destruction 
extended to Morocco and Madeira. But the loss 
of life in the present instance seems to have 
been. far. greater and equally sudden.
